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Hot-So-Special CBS 
With a rare display of both 
sagacity and good humor, one 
homophile leader wrote of the 
(BS-TV special on homosexual- 
ity: "March 7, 1967 would have 
been an excellent time for a 
nation-wide power failure, but 
alas, acts of God, like so 
many other things, are never 
around when you need then. In 
the absence of heavenly inter- 
vention, millions of viewers 
tuned in the CBS documentary 
on homosexual ity. 
What they tuned in to was a 
program that sounded more like 


the Thirties than the Sixties 
--a program that recast old 
shadows rather than boldly 


shedding new light. 

On the morning following the 
telecast the show's producer, 
Harry Morgan, phoned Drum edi- 
tor Polak--apparently in ex. 
pectation of laudatory compli 
ments. After about two min- 
utes of Polak-opinion, Morgan 


interrupted with: "Don't hand 
me anything about ethics, 
Clark, I've seen the kind of 


crap ‘you sell, Besides, the 
New York Timee liked it and 
that's about all that matters” 


Columbia Homophile League 

Columbia University agreed 
to "recognize" the Student Ho- 
mophile League and the SHL re- 
sponded with a press release. 
It was only a routine gesture 
by the Columbia students, but 
the results were astonishing. 
Never before had 2 honophile 
organization news release at- 
tracted much attention, but 
almost every paper in the 
country carried this one. 


Whether or not the quantity 
of publicity garnered was sup- 
ported by the weight of Colun- 
bia's decision is questionble. 
What is not questionable is 
that SHL organizer Steven Don- 
aldson parlayed a small, al- 
nost insignificant victory in- 
to the biggest news story a- 
bout homosexuals since the 
charges against Walter Jen- 
kins. 

In fact, Donaldson (a pseu- 
donym) and his group were nev- 
er actually denied recognition 
by the University. It was 
theirs as a matter of right as 
students. What was not their 
right, under CU regulations— 
and they did not succeed in 
getting—was a relaxation of 
the administrative ruling that 
the nates of the organiza- 
tion's participants be Listed 
with the school. All student 
organizations at Columbia are 
bound by, and generally agree 
to, this term. 

Donaldson, apparently as nuch 
in ‘rebellion against the Uni- 
yersity regulationon principle 
as he was against it as it 
applied to his proposed group, 
petitioned for exemption. His 
grounds seemed reasonable: 
students and professors who 
were potential supporters would 
recoil at the thought that 
their participation might be- 
come a part of their permanent 
records. 

The University deleyed ac- 
tion until one of the League's 
staunchest foes retired. It 
then made a concession—only 
the names of the officers need 
be registered and such regis- 
tra- (Continued on page 10)

NEW ORLEANS 

Whatever the facts or moti- 
vation behind the New Orleans 
district attorney's investiga- 
tion of the Kennedy assassi- 
nation, one thing is cleai 
D.A, Jim (‘Volly Green Giant") 
Garrison's version of the mr- 
der makes it out to be hono- 
sexual conspiracy--or at least 
a conspiracy anong homosexu- 
als. 

The first 


"conspirator" 
flushed out by Garrison was 
David W. Ferrie, 2 pilot who 
had been sacked by Eastern Air 
Lines for homosexual activity. 

Ferrie also had a long rec- 
ord of strangely disparate en- 
deavors--candidate for the 
priesthood, cancer research- 
er and hypnotist. 

Completely hairless (he lost 
his hair in an explosion), he 
usually wore glued-on eyebrows 


and had tufts of hair stuck 
haphazardly on his head with 
spirit gun. 

According to Garrison, Fer- 


rie acted as host for a group 
of conspirators in his clut- 
tered apartment at 3330 Louis- 
jana Avenue Parkway. When po- 
lice searched this apartment, 
they filled more than a dozen 
cartons with his effects, in- 
cluding a letter to a boy- 
friend ("I offered you love 
and the best I could; all I 
got in-return, in the end, was 
a kick in the teeth"). 

A few days after Ferrie was 
questioned by Garrison, he was 
found dead in his bed, his 
nude body partly covered with 
a sheet. 

The New Orleans coroner said 
Ferrie's death was due to nat- 


ural causes (massive brain 
hemorrhage); Garrison referred 


to it as suicide and hinted 
darkly that it might be mur- 
der. 

While a bewildered public 


was still trying to figure out 
vhat all this meant, Garrison 
stunned New Orleans by order- 
ing the arrest of Clay L. 
Shaw, a silver-haired, Her- 
vard-educated Boston Brahnin 
who had once headed the city's 
International Trade Nart. 

The tall, —_ expensively 
dressed Shaw is one of New Or- 
leans' best known bachelors- 
about-town, a man who moved in 
the highest social circles. 

Garrison's men rushed to 
Shaw's home and hauled off a 
wide variety of objects, in- 
cluding five whips, several 
chains, a black hood and cape, 
a black gown and "pieces of 
leather." 

Although Shaw flatly denied 
all of Garrison's charges, his 
arrest brought another char- 
acter onstage. This was New 
Orleans lawyer Dean A. An- 
drews, 8 rotund nan addicted 
todark glasses and colorful 
speech. 

Andrews ran a_ kind of turn- 
stile law practice in which he 
secured the release of homo- 
sexuals "scooped up by the po- 
lice, especially on Friday 
nights." What Andrews told 
Garrison vas essentially what 
he had previously told the 
Warren Commission: 

1, In mid-1963, Oswald had 
cone to his downtown New Or- 
leans office for legal help a- 
bout his less-than-honorable 
discharge from the Marines and 


had been accompanied by sone 
“gay kids, Mexicano: 

2, Someone known to him 
only es "Cley Bertrand" (Gar- 
rison insists that "Clay Ber- 
trand”. is Clay Shaw) phoned 
Andrews fron time to time ask- 
ing hin to represent homosexu- 
als in trouble with the law. 

3. The day after Kennedy's 
death, Andrews--then in the 
hospitel recuperating from 
pheumonia--got a call from 
that mysterious telephone 
voice, "Clay Bertrand." The 
caller wanted Andrews to go to 
Dallas and defend Oswald. An- 
drevs replied that he was sick 
and couldn't go. 

The New Orleans D.A.'s story 
of the Kennedy assassination 
boils down to 2 homosexual 
conspiracy masterminded by Ta- 
vid Ferrie. 

rou can understand his no- 
tivation," Garrison told one 
reporter. "Kennedy was a vir- 
ile, handsome, successful 
man--everything Ferrie was 
not. In addition, there was 
the thrill of staging the per- 
fect crime. Remember that 
Loeb and Leopold case in Chi 
cago? It was the same thing 
with Kennedy." 

Garrison has also clained 
that Oswald and Jack Ruby were 
both homosexuals and vere both 
involved in the "plot." 

"His (Ruby's) homosexual 
name was Pinkie,” said Gar- 
rison, who suggested that Ruby 
shot ‘Oswald to keep hin fron 
telling all. 

The Warren Commission had 
claimed to have investigated 
rumors that Ruby was a hono- 
sexual (Drum, Dec, 1964). How- 
ever, the Commission concluded 
"no evidence has been uncover- 
ed to support the runors, and 
Ruby's night clubs were not 
known to have. been frequented 
by homosexuals."

During the CBS special on 
homosexuality, moderator Mike 
Wallace announced that the 
network had commissioned Opin- 
ion Research Center of Prince- 
ton to conduct 2 study of pub- 
lie attitudes toward mele ho- 
mosexuality.

INTRODUCTION 

This report is based on per- 
sonal interviews with 2 na- 
tionwide probability sample of 
946 people, age 18 and older. 
Interviews were conducted in 
December, 1966. 

The questions on homosexual 
ity were added to the inter- 
views for the CBS National 
Current Events Tests. 


‘The interviewing procedure 
used for the Current Events 
Test was also used for the 


questions related to henosexu- 
ality. Each respondent’ was 
given an answer sheet and pen- 
cil. The interviewer read the 
questions, and respondents 
marked one or (when appropri- 
ate) more of the alternatives 
printed on the answer sheet. 

‘This procedure is used for 
the test surveys because it 
approaches, to some extent, 
the situation of the viewer at 
home who takes the test.

5. More than seven people in 
ten think of homosexuality 
as an illness, about two 
in ten regard it as a 
crime or a sin, and less 
than one in ten feel that 
it is a matter of prefer- 
ence. 

6. The majority _ sentiment 

toward homosexuals is that 
of pity. However, the 
clear rejection of homo- 
sexuals as people is evi- 
dent from the proportions 
of the public who react 
toward such persons with 
disgust, discomfort and 
fear. 
Although a majority of the 
public (528) do not think 
that they can readily i- 
dentify a homosexual man 
upon meeting him, more 
than a third of the public 
feel that they usually or 
sometimes can make such an 
identification.

College level people are 
more likely than those 
with the least formal edu- 
cation:

= to feel that homosexu- 
ality is an illness rather 
than a crime or sin. 

= to feel that fomosexu- 
ality by consent should be 
permitted (the margin here 
is more than 2 to 1). 

- to express pity or 
‘tolerance tovards honosex- 
uals. (The least well-edu- 
cated are far nore likely 
to mention fear or hatred 
as characteristic respon— 
ses.) 

Although young people--age 
18-29--are more concerned 
than others about honosex- 
uality as detrimental to 
society, this age group 
also tends to be more tol- 


erant of honosexual prac- 
tices than are their el- 
ders. 

The fact of the younger 


people and the college ed~ 
ucated expressing a more 
tolerant position than o- 
ther people is probably 


indicative of increasing 
tolerance towards homosex- 
uality in the population 
at large in the years to 
come. 
FINDINGS IN DETAIL 
1, Homosexuality is high on 
the list of sex-related 
behaviors which the public 
feels are detrimental to 
society, One-third of the 
people regard it as a so- 
cial threat.

uality, and prostitution 
are Of proportionately 
more concern to the 30-39 
year olds than to their 
elders.

People with the least a- 


mount of fornal education 
behave predictably by 
their proportionately 
higher selection of abor- 
tion, premarital sex, and 
birth control pills as 
compared with the college 
educated.

People who live in the big 
cities see erotic reading 
matter as more of a threat, 
and divorce as less of « 
threat than do their snall 
town and rural counter- 
parts.

Toward A Christian Under- 
etanding of the Homosexual, 
Kimball Jones, Association 
Press, New York, 1966, $4.95. 


The YMCA has often seemed to 
loom as a jromised land to 
many a horney and anxious ho- 
mosexual, but probably the 
promise has never before been 
extended so intentionally and 
in part so helpfully as in the 
Y's. new Association Press 
book 

Although the author condemns 
Y-sex along with "any act of 
infidelity" and "promiscuity," 
he does at least offer an al- 
ternative proposition. Real- 
iting that if the Church is to 
be of any help to the homosex- 
ual a3 a homosexual, it must 
begin at the point where the 
homosexual finds himself, he 
poses the significant---and 
from in the Church, the re- 
freshing--question as to how 
the honosexual can make the 
best of his given situation. 
To ask the question, though, 
is not to answer it and here, 
as elsewhere, there is the 


real prospect that the unsta- 
ted question is: "How can the 
homosexual make the best of 


his inherently bad situation 

The answer which Jones sup- 
plies is one which, at best, 
is aot much better than the 
traditional exhortations for 
homosexuals to renounce or to 
sublimate their sexual need: 
He, consistent vith the so- 
called Liberal Tradition, 
clains to reject this "solu- 
tion." On the other hand, Mr. 
Jones insists throughout the 
volune that all homosexual re 


lationships necessarily fall 
short of God's will in a way 
that heterosexual relation 


hips do not. 
le even notes this contra- 
diction, but brushes it aside 


by insisting upon the dis- 
tinction that is most grating 
homosexuals--that be- 
acceptance” and "sanc- 


tion." The exposition on this 
point appears in a section 
headed: A Practicable Chris- 


tian Ethic,” though it might 
be unfair to challenge Jones* 
sense of the "practicable," or 
even his sense of the Chris- 
tian tradition. It might be 
correct to state that such a 
convenient rejection of a per- 
son's behavior and values is 
tantamount to rejecting the 
person himself. 

Jones repeatedly speaks of a 
“creative and fulfilling way 
of life for the responsible 
homosexual,” but just as re- 
peatedly speaks of every homo- 
sexual relationship as "doomed 
by its very nature.” 

Homosexuals who most closely 
fit the middle class hetero- 
sexual view of propriety by 
establishing long-term nar- 
riage type relationships are 
often treated more generously 
than are the nore average ho- 
mosexuals. Jones, however, 
cannot bring himself to give a 


Christian blessing to even 
Tasting homosexual relation- 
ships. He de willing to tol- 


erate thea. 

He argues that without the 
male-female component there 
can be no "vocation of -parent- 
hood" which he labels as "es 
sential to Christian sar 
riage." It is remarkable tha 
artificial insemination, ster- 
ility and childless couples 
have failed to cone within the 
author's purview. 

“The Church should not con 


sider its job finished until 
the homosexual has ceased to 
be the victim of prejudice and 


discrimination in cur soci- 

y," reads Jones’ final 
statement. Probably an author 
who undertakes the responsi- 


bility of writing a book on a 
Christian understanding of the 
homosexual should not consider 
his job finished until he has 


allowed the facts he has 
learned lead to conclusions 
compatable with and growing 


fron these facts.

erotica illegal ? 


The obscenity statutes of 
the 50 states and the District 
of Columbia are as varied and 
intricate as the costunes at 
a Halloween drag ball. 

In nost jurisdictions it ap- 
pears to be legal for an indi- 
vidual to possess so-called 
obscene or indecent material 
as long as no attenpt is made 
to sell, distribute, or show 
the material. 

But in some states the stat- 
utes sre so vague that it cer- 
tainly vould be possible for 
a person to be arrested for 
possessing obscene material 
‘even if he had no intention of 
selling, distributing, or 
showing it. 

The aim of the laws in most 
states seens to be to prevent 
the circulation of obscene 
natter rather than controlling 
its ownership. In all juris- 
dictions except New Mexico the 
sale, distribution, or showing 


of obscene material is deened 
acrime. (In New Mexico, the 
state gives local governments 
the power to "prohibit the 
sale or exhibiting of obscene 
or immoral" material.) 

What constitutes  “obscen- 
ity," of course, is a question 
that even the Suprene Court 
frequently finds itself at 
variance over. 

In Il states the laws spe- 
cifically state that the mere 
possession of obscene naterial 
is crime. In other words, 
in these states it's illegal 
just to have the material--re- 
gardless of «whether any at~ 
tempt is made to sell, distri- 
bute, or show the naterial to 
others. 

The Following chart was com- 
piled from a study done espe- 
cially for Drum. — Readers 
checking the chart should re- 
member that it deals with mere 
possession only.

flects a kind of patroniz~ 
ing and superior attitude.

There is a fair amount of 
agreenent on these tems 
among various segments of 
the population. The lar- 
gest differences in feel- 
ings about homosexuals is 
evident in comparing the 
responses of the least and 
most well-educated groups. 


People with college train 
ing are more than twice a= 
likely as those with an 
8th grade education or 
less to express tolerance 
towards homosexuals (19% 
to 7). ‘the college edu-
